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Hills stay blue as all three 
Tory MPs keep their seats 


THE Blackdown Hills 
have stayed blue fol¬ 
lowing last month’s 
general election, with 


all three of the area’s 
Conservative MPs 
being returned to 
Westminster. 


Neil Parish (Tiverton and 
Honiton constituency) rep¬ 
resenting the south and west 
of the Hills, Rebecca Pow 
(Taunton Deane) the north 
and Marcus Fysh (Yeovil) 
the east, all retained their 
seats. 

Neil Parish increased his 
share of the vote to more 
than 60 per cent but his ma¬ 
jority dropped slightly to 
19,801 from 20,156 in 
2015. 

Following his victory, Mr 
Parish said: “I would like to 
thank the people of Tiverton 
and Honiton for the support 
they have given me this 
evening. 

“It makes you very hum¬ 
ble. What I have learned 
through this election - and, 
yes, it is a handsome win - 
is there are issues here re¬ 
garding education and the 
health service and they are 
things that we need to learn 
and to listen to.” 

Despite his win Neil 
Parish was somewhat 
downbeat, as his fellow 
Conservatives lost seats na¬ 
tionwide. 

Mr Parish continued: “I 
think we probably will have 
to have a little look at how 
we came about our mani¬ 
festo and what we put in it 
because that has to take 
some of the blame.” 

On the Tories’ campaign, 
Mr Parish was even more 
critical, saying: “I think if I 
was writing a school report, 
I would say we could have 
done better. I think that’s 



probably an understatement. 

“I also think perhaps when 
you’re in government it’s 
more difficult because in 
this county of Devon we 
control the government, we 
control the county and we 
control the districts; if 
there’s anything out there 
that’s bad it’s down to the 
Conservatives, as far as the 
voters are concerned.” 

He added: “We as a party 
have a lot to learn following 
this election.” 

Labour saw its overall 
number of votes shoot up, 
cementing itself in second 
position in the constitu¬ 
ency. Former Honiton town 
mayor Caroline Kolek, who 
also ran two years ago, saw 
her share of the vote in¬ 
crease from 12.7 per cent to 
27.1 per cent, polling 8,835 
more votes than in 2015. 

Rebecca Pow, who was 
first elected to represent 
Taunton Deane in 2015, re¬ 
tained her seat with an in¬ 
crease share of the vote and 
a slightly increased majority 
from the last election. 

Ms Pow polled 33,333 
votes, with her nearest rival 
being the Lib Dems’ Gideon 
Amos on 17,446. Martin 
Jevon (Labour) received 
9,859 votes, with the UKIP 
and Green candidates out of 
the running on 1,434 and 
1,151 respectively. 

Following her election, 
Ms Pow posted on Face- 
book: “Honoured and hum¬ 
bled to have been re-elected 
as the Member of Parlia¬ 


ment for Taunton Deane 
with an even larger majority 
than before. 

“Thank you to all who 
voted and thank you also to 
those of you that helped on 
my campaign!” 

Marcus Fysh strengthened 
the Conservatives’ grip on 
South Somerset with a re¬ 
sounding victory. 

On a day which had seen 
Conservative MPs come 
under attack from Labour 
and Lib Dem candidates, no 
one could get near to Mr 
Fysh as the Leave cam¬ 
paigner swept up the votes 
of former UKIP voters to 
win the Yeovil seat with a 
larger majority and share of 
the votes than in 2015. 

Mr Fysh gained 32,369 
votes and 54.5 percent of 
the total polled, 14,723 
more than second place Lib 
Dem candidate Jo Roundell 
Greene, who ended her first 
foray into national politics 
with 17,646 votes (29.7 per¬ 
cent). 

Labour candidate Ian 
Martin finished around 
10,000 votes behind the Lib 
Dems, with the Green Party 
and independent candidate 
Katy Pritchard failing to 
make an impact. 

Following his win, Mr 
Fysh said: “We had a great 
result here in South Somer¬ 
set and I’d like to thank 
everyone who helped with 
our positive campaign. 

“It is a great honour to 
have been supported by so 
many people. 


“My focus will continue 
to be making sure our beau¬ 
tiful part of the country is 
well represented in West¬ 
minster and I am looking 
forward to working with our 
excellent team of Conserva¬ 
tive councillors too on local 
issues. 

“Thank you to everyone 
who voted for me and to 
everyone else for taking 
part.” 

Speaking afterwards, Lib 
Dem Mrs Roundell Green 
didn’t rule out running at 
the next general election. 

She said: “We’ve done ex¬ 
tremely well tonight and 
I’m really looking forward 
to coming back again. 

“I think our country is in a 


bit of a mess. They [the 
Conservatives] have based 
this election on Brexit. It 
hasn’t worked and Mrs May 
has been weakened.”

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Kids become energy monitors

SCIENCE and technology learning at a 
primary school near Ilminster has been 
energised by the purchase of renew¬ 
able-energy educational kits thanks to a 
£2,000 donation from the E.ON Energy 
Action Fund. 

Staff and governors at Neroche Com¬ 
munity Primary School have developed 
a forest-school area at its site in Broad¬ 
way, used to educate pupils across each 
of its seven classes about the natural en¬ 
vironment. 

They were keen to add to this some 
equipment to help demonstrate to 
pupils how renewable sources of en¬ 
ergy like the sun and wind can be har¬ 
nessed to heat water and generate 
electricity. 

Using the funding from E.ON, the 
school has now been able to buy a set 
of wind-turbine and solar thermal and 
photovoltaic educational kits. 

As well as investigating how the num¬ 
ber of turbine blades and their angle af¬ 
fects the amount of electricity gener¬ 
ated, the pupils are also using the solar 
equipment to experiment with different 
light conditions. 

Connel Boyle, headteacher at Ne¬ 
roche Community Primary School, 


said: “Our children are really curious 
about energy, particularly electricity 
conservation. 

“These superb educational tools 
we’ve purchased with £2,000 awarded 
by E.ON are helping us to understand 
energy production and this is adding an 
important element to our environmental 
forest-school curriculum. 

“As a result, our children are becom¬ 
ing very efficient energy monitors.” 

Suzanne Doxey, community relations 
manager at E.ON, said: “With Neroche 
being a small school, the judges of the 
E.ON Energy Action Fund were im¬ 
pressed by Neroche’s ambition in want¬ 
ing to build on the foundations of its 
forest-school area and learn about re¬ 
newable energy in such a hands-on 
way. 

“All of E.ON’s community projects 
are intended to provide the support that 
groups tell us they need. 

“It’s also heartening that this equip¬ 
ment and forest-school area more gen¬ 
erally will benefit the wider comm¬ 
unity, as local pre-schools and nurseries 
make visits to the school to take advan¬ 
tage of its facilities. 

“I’d like to think that the fully kitted- 


out forest-school area will help 
inspire an audience of children aged 
two to four before they even start 
school.” 


Since 2013, the E.ON Energy Action 
Fund has given more than £108,000 to 
65 community groups and charities in 
England, Scotland and Wales.

Blackdown Woodland Ramblings 


O UR poor old native Ash 
trees are under attack by 
several bugs and diseases 
on is the Asian longhorn beetle 
(ALB), Anoplophora glabripen- 
nis, is a native of China and the 
Korean peninsula, and poses a 
serious threat to a wide range of 
broadleaved trees. 

It has caused extensive damage 
to trees in the USA and Italy 
since being accidentally intro¬ 
duced there in recent years, and 
there have been outbreaks in sev¬ 
eral other European Union coun¬ 
tries. 

The beetles tend to stay close to 
the site of original infestation in 
the early stages of an outbreak. 
However, they can fly more than 
two km. 

Analysis of climate data sug¬ 
gests that most of England and 
Wales and some warmer coastal 
areas of Scotland are suitable for

beetle establishment, but south¬ 
east England and the south coast 
are at greatest risk. 

The lifecycle from egg to beetle 
is one to two years in parts of 
Asia, and possibly as long as four 
years in the UK. 

Beetles emerge during the sum¬ 
mer and will mate and lay eggs, 
after which they die. 

Because it is often the resulting 
emergence holes that are the ear¬ 
liest evidence of an outbreak, it 
is important to survey and moni¬ 
tor the surrounding area to en¬ 
sure the adults have not already 
spread to neighbouring host 
trees. 

Another, apart from Chalara is 
the Emerald ash borer (EAB, 
Agrilus planipennis) is an exotic 
beetle pest. 

It is a member of the beetle 
family Buprestidae, and causes 
significant damage to ash trees 
(Lraxinus species). A native of 


eastern Asia, it was accidentally 
introduced into North America, 
probably in the 1990s, and most 
likely in imported wooden pack¬ 
ing material. 

Ash trees have been widely 
planted in urban situations there, 
and are economically important 
as a commercial timber crop. 

The death of many ash trees, 
within two to three years of first 
showing signs of ill health, is 
causing considerable concern. 

On a brighter note as a WT cre¬ 
ation Volunteer I am very happy 
with this Autumn’s proposed 
planting in the Blackdowns so 
far we have got 7 ha in all and 
another possible 5ha.

The old way of doing things 
was to buy your home, pur¬ 
chase a car outright and to buy 
consumer goods such as refrig¬ 
erators, washing machines and 
home electronics. 

A problem with the non 
‘bricks and mortar’ side of 
consumption is that when it is 
superseded by something bet¬ 
ter, you end up binning these 
items and they become scrap 
or worse landfill. 

So what about a better way 
of doing things? 

An enterprising lady called 


Isla Roundtree has come up 
with a concept of recycling 
children’s bicycles. 

Her company is called Is- 
labikes (find out more at is- 
labikes.co.uk) 

As I understand it, she will 
rent a bike out until that item is 
either worn out or no longer fit 
for purpose (due to outgrowing 
this size). 

The reasoning for this is that 
Islabikes will be responsible 
for that bike and will, upon its 
return to the factory recycle the 
whole of the bike's compo¬ 
nents into rebuilding them into 
a ‘new’ one. 

As raw materials may be¬ 
come scarce and expensive, 
this will change the way that 
manufacturers deal with the 


public. 

Just imagine if we changed 
the way we did business with 
the manufacturers of cars, 
washing machines and other 
white goods and consumer 
electronics. 

Much would depend upon 
these manufacturers designing 
their products for easy repair, 
reasonable monthly costs and 
ultimately recycling of all 
component parts. 

The Islabikes website is well 
worth a visit and you should 
watch her three minute video 
for inspiration. 

So what are you waiting for?!
